To Be Checked 


All water meters will have 
to be officially inspected with- 
in one year of November 8, 
1956 and periodically there- 


after, accordi to a reguia- 
tion issued by Minister of 
Agriculture. 

A periodic inspection will be 


required every two years ex- 
cept for meters at water sour- 
ces, which wil] be inspected at 
least once a year. It is hoped 
that regular inspections and 
repairs will extend the use of 
water meters several years 
beyond the present 10 year 
life. Saving of water should 
also result, it was stated. 

The Water Authority will 
establish the method and de- 
tails of the testing arrange- 
ments Suppliers of water 
be issued certificates of ap- 
proval. a 

The regulations also provide 
that water meters at wells 
must be read once a month 
and reports sent to the Water 


| Authority. Other meters must 
be read at least once every 
three months.
